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ACCORDING TO ANP NEWS SERVICE, MFA ANNOUNCED JUNE 28 THAT DUTCH 
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TRAVELLERS TO LIBYA WILL BE ABLE TO OBTAIN FROM MFA AN 
INSSERTED PAGE IN THEIR PASSPORTS GIVING INFORMATION IN ARABAC 
REQUESTED BY LARG. WHEN WE CHECHED THIS REPORT WITH DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR OF MFA ME/AFRICA DIVISION (JANSSEN ANDEWEG) HE SAID THAT 
ANP STORY WAS ONLY PARTIALLY ACCURATE. JANSSEN ANDEWEG SAID THAT 
STAMP (NOT SEPARATE PAGE) WOULD BE PUT INTO NETHS PASSPORTS ON 
SELECTIVE BASIS. FOR THE TIME BEING AT LEAST. SUCH STAMPS WOULD 
NOT BE ISSUED TO TOURISTS. JANSSEN ANDEWEG SAID THAT GON DECISION 
PROMPTED BY WISH TO ENSURE ENTRY OF NEW CHARGE' AND ONE OTHER 
EMBASSY STAFF MEMBER ASSIGNED TO TRIPOLI. NO THER APPLICANTS 
ARE BEING CONSIDERED AT THIS TIME FOR PASSPORT STAMP IN 
ARABIC.
